REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONER OF THE PROVINCIAL POLICE 

To the Honorable Charles Lanoeliee, 

Secretary and Registrar of the Province of Quebec. 

Sir, 

I have the honor to submit my annual report on the Provincial Police, 
from the 1st of May, 1889, to the 1st of May, 1890. 

The statistical table hereunto annexed will show that the work per- 
formed during the present year by this force has been still more consider- 
able than in the past. I will not mention the guarding of the public 
buildings or their duties before the different courts administering criminal 
justice in the district of Quebec, because this is what may be termed the 
routine work of the force ; but permit me to call your attention to the 
following services to prove that the duties of this force are increasing 
yearly.

In the execution of these varioos duties, the sergeants and constables 
have given great satisfaction to the public, as the thanks and favorable 
reports received by me from all the places to which they have been sent, 
amply proves. 

I regret, Sir, to be obliged, for the first time, to report to you a general 
i^ant of discipline among the constables. In order that a police force be 
i^ell organized and efficient, it is necessary in the first place that there be 
complete discipline, immediate obedience and no discussing orders re- 
ceived. I am obliged on this account to complain of a certain number of 
constables. To immediately remedy this evil, in so far as it lay in my 
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power, an example had to be made. I dismissed one of the members of 
the force, but I fear that this will not be sufficient. The principal cause 
of this want of discipline is easily explstined. It must be ascribed to the 
manner in which the constables have been appointed since the reorganiza- 
tion of the force. 

The law, article 2823 K. S. Q., provides for the appointment of consta- 
bles, and states that '' these constables are selected and appointed by the 
Commissioner, who shall insist on certain qualifications as to age, character 
and capacity." 

Article 2830 R. S R. says : ** Any sergeant or constable may be sus- 
pended from his charge or dismissed by the Commissioner or by any 
superintendent to whom the Commissioner shall have delegated the power 
to do so ; and any superintendent may be suspended from office by the 
Commissioner until the pleasure of the Lieut en ant-Q-overnor in Council 
shall be known." 

** Every such suspension or dismissal shall take effect from the time it 
shall be made known, either orally or in writing, to the party suspended 
or dismissed." 33 Vict , c. 24, s. 18. 

Although this law is very positive as to the manner in which the 
constables should be appointed and may be dismissed by the Commis- 
sioner, at present the appointments are made by order-in-council. Now, 
this is what takes place : once he is appointed by order-in-council, the con- 
stable believes he has a berth for life, and that he is independent ot the 
Commissioner. This gives rise to a spirit of independence and a want of 
discipline which leads to neglect in the accomplishing of their duties. 
Every constable who disobeys or murmurs against orders relies upon the 
influenco by which he secured his appointment. It is only by the knowledge 
that the Commissioner has the right of appointing them, and of punishing, 
buspeudiug or dismissing them that he will have the necessary authority 
over these men. By simply calling your attention to these facts you can 
at once realize the necessity of putting an end to this state of things. 

Our polic*^ force is too small and the duties to perform are sometimes 
very arduous ones ; it must therefore be necessarily composed of men 
whose efficit'iioy will make up, as far as possible, for their numbers. 

I hare already stated in a previous report, that several constables had 
not sufficient education to perform their duties in a satisfactory manner — 
pepeciaily before the courts. In any new appointments to be made, the 
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education required by article 2826 B. S. Q., should be iuHisted on, viz : 
'^ The sergeants and first-class constables must be able to read and write 
either the English or the French language." 

In order to obtain perfectly qualified constables, the (Government 
must expect to give them sufficient pay. I do not think that tlie prenent pay 
is a just remuneration for the work which these men are expected to per- 
form. At present the sergeants receive $1.50 a day and the conntableN 
$1.25. When the first law was passed — twenty years ago (1870), — creating 
the provincial police, the salary of constables was fixed at $450.00 a year ; 
this is the law reproduced by article 2846 R. S. Q. There were then one 
hundred constables and the duties performed by each of them far Imn nu- 
merous than they are now. Moreover, the cost of living, twenty year* ago, 
was fur less than it is at present. What might then have been sufficient 
pay is not so to day, because circumstances are entirtsly different. I do not 
hesitate in declaring that of all the G-overnment employees*, the r;oniitableff 
of the force under my orders are the worst paid, for the service* they render, 
A few comparisons will prove my statement. Thus, ordinary meiMM;ngerif, 
'who are only employed during office hours and at very ea»y work, the 
gaol guards who only do duty in the interior of the gaol, and thin alt^'r- 
nately every twenty-four hours, receive a higher salary than oar cjmniAhlfu, 
I therefore submit to you. Sir, this qn**stion of an increase of nBhiry, 
It would be necessary, if the Government cousent>> to sa^'b an increa*^*', to 
amo^id article 2816 R S. Q., which could b' done daring the ^x^ming m^^- 
sion. Tn my opinion, the sergeants' salary should b" $2.00 a day, and ih^f 
constables $1.7-5. I do not think these wag^ too high for ihta great n^^r- 
vices rendered by the police force and for the very hard work tb^y baru 
to perform. Until the law is amended, the Govemm»rnt migbt, by an 
order-in-coancil. grant for this y^-ar a bonas of $-S0 to ea^rh of the m*fm\^rn 
of the force to replace thi* incrf-ane of salary which i* not aJowed by tb* 
law as it now stand* I am rx^nvinced that thov? of your ^;//,,<?ago>?<i wb// 
have had occasion to judge of the work done by the for^;^ during iA*t y<?ar, 
will find that thi^i bonuA has be<;n well merit*?d and wLi give ilteir •op* 
port to your propotaL

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lately appointed an old soldier as constable, I intend to make him act as 
drill instructor and to increase the number of lessons without injury to the 
regular service. 

It would also be important that the constables should take shooting 
lessons both with the rifle and the revolver, which has been neglected 
up to this date. Sergeant Burke, who has care of the arms and ammuni- 
tions, has reported to me that the Martini rifles are in perfect order, but 
that the revolvers worn by the constables and in use since 1870 are in such 
bad condition that they cannot be repaired, and it is urgently necessary to 
Replace them. I therefore ask you to permit me to purchase new ones. 

I have much pleasure in reporting that the best possible feeling exists 
between our force and that of the City of Quebec. The city detectives are 
frequently of great use to us ; whenever the occasion offers we return the 
favour. 

I must also bring to your knowledge the great services rendered by 
high constable Grale, who, by the position which he holds, is constantly in 
relation with the force and frequently accompanies them on their expedi- 
tions. It is also under his direction that certain duties of the constables 
are performed, such as serving the proceedings of the courts, summoning 
jurymen, arresting criminals in the district. I believe that Mr. G-ale should 
receive a salary for those services, which are almost of daily occurrence. 
I therefore request you to authorize me to pay him a salary of two hundred 
dollars a year, payable proportionately on the different semi-monthly pay- 
lists of the force.

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I. GUARDING THE PARLIAMEKT BUILDING AND PUBLIC DEPARTMENTS. 

There is in the basement of the public buildings at Quebec, a public station 
<»om posed of two rooms : one for the use of the sergeants and the other for that 
of the constables. Every moniing, a squad, made up of a sergeant and four cons- 
tables, goes there to replace the squad on guard during the previous 24 hours. 

The sergeant, after having seen that the duty is regularly performed, goes * 
to the Police Court about ten o'clock, to fulfil the other duties hereinafter 
mentioned. 

Two constables are constantly on guard, posted on the north-east and south- 
^ivest corners of the building, so that each of them can see two wings of the 
building. 

Very severe rules are made for the guard during the night and after the 
regular ofiice hours. 

These constables are relieved by the two others on duty, after two hours on 
guard, and so on alternately during the 24 hours which form the regular duty 
of the squad* When they are not in the two sentry boxes, the two constables 
must remain inside the station, so as to be ready to answer immediately any 
alarm from the constables on duty, if required. This alarm is given by means 
of electric bells placed at the four angles of the building. 

Any arrest or irregularity should be marked in a report book, a copy of 
which is given every morning to the Commissioner. This report also contains 
a statement on the efficiency of the electric light during the night, and a copy 
of this part of the report is given eveiy morning to the chief engineer of the 
Public Works Department. 

When the constables go oflT guard, at nine o'clock in the forenoon, they are 
allowed to go to their families, until required for other services, and, as the fol- 
lowing list of the other work done by the provincial police, and which are always 
performer I by the constables who are not on guard at the Parliament House, will 
show, — this rest is only of short duration. 

The two sergeants have only very little spare time. The one whose squad 
is on guard at the Parliament has to go back there after four o'clock and stay 
for the night, while the other executes the warrants of arrest and the summonses 
issued from the Courts during the day. 

I will also observe that during winter nights the constables* duty is very 
trying. The place where they mount guard is exposed to every wind, and, 
during the severe cold, they must be relieved every hour. These constables axe 
therefore altogether deprived of sleep during these nights, and yet they must 
next day perform all the other duties which are imposed on them. Moreover, if 
it happens that a constable of a squad is sick, or travelling on duty in other parts 
of the province, the three othei^s must replace him in turn, and do his duty*

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lY. AsSItiTAIfCE RENDERED TO THE COEONER 

Constables of the provincial police accompany the Coroner of the District 
of Quebec in all his inr|tiests, help him to procur*^ the persons necessary to form 
his juty, summon the witnesses, and make any searches orclered them by the 
Coroner, 

V. CONVETfANCE OF PRISONERS. 

All prisoners sent to the Queljec jail, to the penitentiaries, reformatory 
schools, are con v eyed there by the Provincial police. It is the same for insane 
persons whom their families cannot take to the asylums after their admission 
there has Ijeen granted by the Government. 

VL Spencer- Wood and other Public Blhldings. 

The provincial police force keeps gnaM during all the receptions held at 
Spencer- Wood They alsij protect, under ordei's given by the Public Workti 
Department, all the buildings belonging to the Province. 

Vn. Elections, Riots &c. 

The provincial police ^o, when the Commissoner receives orders from the 
cjovemment, into any counties of tlic Province wliere disturbance is feared, either 
at municipal elections or those for the House of Commons or the Legislative 
Assembly, or when riots have occurred or are likely tooceur in aTiy municipality. 

The sen-ices of the police are often required for sueli purposes, and in all 
cases, up to this, tlie presence of the force has had the best possible effect. 

Such are the principal duties perforaied hy the provincial police fonse* I 
will point out hereafter their additional thities since the putting into force of 
ttie new regulations concerning tlie superintt^ndarice of the public builrlings. 
Each member of the force receives, every two years, a complete spring and fall 
II ni form, every three years a winter overcoat, an<l every year a light summer 
uniform. 

The sergeants' pay is a dollar and fifty cents a tlay. Allow me to i*emiuJ 
you here of w-hat I stated in my lost report concerning the constalil^a' pay and 
the qualifications required of tliem : 

'* Our police force is too small and the duties to perform are sometimes veiy 
" arduous ones ; it must therefore be necessarily composed of men whose eflScien- 
'' cy will make up, iis far as possible, for then- nurahei"s, 

" I liave already stated in the previous report, that several constnhles had 
" not sufficient eilucation to perform th^^ir duties in a satisfactory manner — 
'* espicially liefore the courts. In any new appointments JUi Ije made, the educ- 
' ation required by article 2826 R 8. Q., should he insisted on, viz: "The 
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P 

" reported to me that the Martini i-ifles are in perfect orJev, but that the 
" revolvers worn by the constables and in ase since IblO are in s^uch Imd comli- 
" tion that they cannot be repaired, and it is ur^jt^itly necessary to replace 
" them. I therefore ask you to permit me to purchase new ones. Since the 
" date of that report, the Government allowed me to purchase excellent revolver;* 
" which give complete satisfactioih" 

The " Martini " rifles, are still in our magazine, but as tliey wero not very 
useful, on account of their weight and their lengtli, I thought it proj>er to apply 
to the Federal government to olitain some WinehestiT ritlos which are far pre- 
ferable for a police force. I have the pleasure to infonn you that the Honor- 
able Sir A. P. Caron, then Minister of Militia and Defence, placed at my disposal 
" as a loan" fifteen Winchester rities, which the force are actually using. 

During the year I have had a larger nuniWr of lessons in military ilrill 
given to our constables, and I have also made them ttike lessons in revolver and 
rifle practice. The result of these drillings has been \ery satisfactory. 

I will again take the liberty of calling the attention of the Governmeut to 
the difference there is between the salaries paid to the sergeants and constables of 
our force and those paid to other employees of the Uovernient, such as mes- 
sengers, goal guards, door-keepers, etc. 

Since my last report, new duties have been imposed on the police force, liy 
the adoption of rules concerning the superintendence of Public Buildings, and 
which they haive been instructed to put in force. These rules are as ft>lluws : 

" I, the undersigned, approve and declare obligat<)r)^ the rules hei-ein after 
" set forth, concerning the guarding and superintendence of tlie Pai^linment and 
'* Departmental Buildings, and I enjoin upon the employees of the Government 
" and the general public to comply therewith. Given at Quebec at tlie 
" Department of Public work, this thii'teenth day of October, one thousand eiglit 
** hundred and ninety one.
